Regular  Medical 
Inspections  of  school  children  were  carried  out  and  special  clinics 
e.g. , minor  ailment,  orthopaedic,  ophthalmic,  dental,  child 
guidance  clinics,  etc.,  were  available  for  the  reference  of 
children  where  more  detailed  investigation  or  treatment  was 
required.  An  Open-air  School  was  available  at  Malvern  to  which 
children  who  were  thought  to  be  likely  to  benefit  from  a change 
of  air  and  environment  could  be  sent. 

( d)  Laboratory  Facilities.
